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DETAILED ACTION 


Allowable Subject Matter 


1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 
recite a first stanchion and second stanchion are located on a rear portion of a vehicle 
trailer and on a right and left portion of the vehicle trailer, the first and second stanchion 
extending upwardly from the vehicle trailer, a first and second electrical light that is 
present within a housing, the housing having a rear concave and colored lens on a rear 
thereof and having a front concave and colored lens on a front thereof, whereby light 
that is emitted by the first and second electrical light is visible through the rear concave 
and colored lens and is visible through the front concave and colored lens, and wherein 
the housing is mounted on the stanchion and the front concave and colored lens is 
viewable from a driver's seat of a towing vehicle. 

Logan (USPN 3,683,842) teaches warning light connected to the vehicle 
electrical system, where the light housing is mounted by bracket(s). Logan suggests 
the warning light (32) is conventional in construction and may be of any type 
conventionally known in the art (column 2, lines 15-35) and the warning light (32) will be 
visible in all directions by approaching traffic. 
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Because none of the references disclosed the detailed warning light housing 
having a light source, a front and rear concave and colored lens. Whereby light that is 
emitted by the light is visible through the front and rear concave and colored lens, 
combined with vehicle trailer, light housing located on a stanchion on rear left & right 
portion of the vehicle trailer, where the front concave and colored lens is viewable from 
a driver's seat of a towing vehicle, nor is there any motivation to combine them, the 
claims are deemed patentable over the prior art of record.
